Heartbreak as Dean’s 
memorial is destroyed

A MEMORIAL tribute left at the 
roadside in memory of a father- 
of-two who died in a collision 
last year has been destroyed by 
vandals. 

Dean Cork, of Gainsborough 
Road, Haverhill, died last April 
at the junction of Skippers Lane 
and Common Road, near West 
Wratting, following a collision 
between his scooter and a van. 

Since his death, wife Tracey, 
children Dexter, 21 and Billie, 
18, family and friends have con¬ 
tinued to leave flowers, photo¬ 
graphs and other tributes at the 
crash site. 

But on Father’s Day, as the 
family arrived to leave fresh 
flowers, they discovered that 
their items had been torn down 
and thrown into the field near¬ 
by. 

Dad David, 73, said: “These 
mindless morons found this act 
of vandalism the only way to 
draw attention to their sad 
selves. I am so angry.” 

Haverhill Circles Scooter Club 
took part in a mass ride out in 
April for St George’s Day - and 
during their journey stopped at 
the scene of Dean’s accident to 
tie his photograph to a post and 
pay their own respects. 

But on Sunday the family dis¬

covered the cable ties securing 
Dean’s photo to the lamp post 
had been cut, and the photo 
was thrown into the field along 
with the flowers. 

Dean, who was 47 when he 
died, rode a Piaggo T5 scooter. 

David added: “There were 
tributes on both sides of the 
road - one for my son and one 
for somebody else’s son. But the 
one for my son is gone. 

“I don’t know if it was a par¬ 
ticular hit-out at my family.” 

Bradley Gamble, 20, died at 
the same junction last year - 
just weeks after Dean. 

Tributes to Bradley, who died 
after his Honda Civic was in 


collision with a van, still stand 
at the opposite side of the junc¬ 
tion. 

Stacey Gomm, Dean’s cousin, 
said: “It is just so sad to see it 
looking like that. 

“We have been going up and 
leaving things, and Bradley’s 
tributes are still there - I don’t 
know why someone has done 
this.” 

The family have also contact¬ 
ed Suffolk County Council 
Highways to see if they have 
any further information. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Our highways 
engineers have not removed 
any flowers from this site.”

Man, 94, jailed 
for sex offences 


A 94-year-old Haverhill man, jailed 
last week for historic sex offences, is 
thought to be the UK’s oldest jailed 
paedophile. 

Frederick Smith, of Place Court Care 
Home, Camps Road, previously 
pleaded guilty to four counts of inde¬ 
cent assault and one count of inde¬ 
cency with a child under 14. 

Some of the offences date back to 
1972, and all took place in Haverhill 
until 1982. 

Smith arrived at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday for sentencing, 
using a walking frame and accompa¬ 
nied by a carer. 

The court was told he began abusing 
his victim while he was working as a 
bus driver. 

Hugh Vass, prosecuting, said that 
the pensioner used “snatched 
moments” alone with his victim to 
indecently touch her on a weekly 
basis and also forced her to perform 
oral sex on him at a house. 

Some of the abuse also took place in 
a rest room for bus drivers when

Smith put his hand inside the girl’s 
underwear after a colleague briefly 
went outside. 

Smith also told the girl that the 
abuse was “our little secret” and if she 
revealed what he had done no-one 
would believe her, Mr Vass added. 

The victim, who is now married, 
said: “At the time I didn’t realise what 
he was doing. 

“I was terrified of him.” 

When the victim plucked up cour¬ 
age to confront Smith when she was a 
teenager, he had thrown a pair of 
gardens shears he was holding at her 
but missed, the court heard. 

The abuse had had a “detrimental 
impact” on relationships throughout 
her adult life, the victim said. 

Joanne Eley, mitigating, said Smith 
expressed considerable remorse and 
said he wished he could turn the clock 
back. 

Miss Eley said: “He is coming to the 


end years of his life and he says he is a 
partly religious man and hopes there 
can be some form of forgiveness.” 

The court also heard that following 
his arrest, Smith was asked if he had 
committed the offence by police. 

He told them: “I probably did. I don’t 
know what made me do it.” 

Judge David Goodin sentenced 
Smith to 12 months in prison. He will 
serve half, and be released on licence 
after six months. 

He said: “Justice cries out that you 
be sent to prison for your crimes and 
vile as your crimes are I am in no 
doubt that justice would not be jus¬ 
tice unless it is seasoned with mercy.” 

“You will carry the shame of your 
offending to the grave. 

“Every hour, every day, every night it 
will weigh heavily on you.” 

Judge Goodin also said that the sen¬ 
tence would have been longer, if it had 
not been for Smith’s age. 

The pensioner will serve his prison 
time in the hospital wing of HMP 
Norwich. 


Bank’s new technology is ‘upsetting customers’ 


A LOCAL branch of a High Street 
bank is “upsetting” its customers 
with new technology, it is being 
claimed. 

Barclays Bank, in Haverhill High 
Street, has installed new machines 
and is encouraging all customers to 
us them to deposit cash and cheques, 
instead of using counter service. 

Staff are on hand to help if needed. 

Andrea Dunton, of Monarch Close, 
says she has banked with Barclays for 
more than 10 years, but is now con¬ 
sidering moving her account. 

She said the change in service has 
angered loyal customers and is send¬ 
ing them into the arms of other banks. 

“Because of the changes they are 
making we have to wait in longer 
queues. I can’t believe as a company 


they have made a choice that upsets 
so many customers,” she said. 

Mrs Dunton has spoken to branch 
staff to voice her own and fellow cus¬ 
tomers’ complaints, but has been told 
that the bank is “moving to the 
future”. 

The Haverhill staff are “friendly and 
helpful” but are having to “toe the 
company line”, she added. 

And in a letter to the Weekly News 
this week, Mr Brinkley, from 
Kedington, said: “Every time I am in 
the queue I am asked why I don’t use 
the cash machine. 

“My answer is always the same - I 
don’t choose to and I don’t mind wait¬ 
ing in the queue so if I have a problem 
I can ask the cashier but I can’t talk to 
a machine.” 


A spokesperson for Barclays said the 
same changes had taken place across 
the country and the new technology 
had allowed staff to have more “in- 
depth discussions” with customers 
away from the counter. 

He added: “We appreciate all feed¬ 
back when we make changes to our 
branches, as in this instance, where 
our staff are out from behind the tra¬ 
ditional counter and able to serve 
customers more freely. 

“We encourage any customers to 
speak with us directly to try and allay 
any concerns.”

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A RETIRED couple have been 
told the streetlight near to 
their home will not be turned 
back on after midnight - 
despite their car being van¬ 
dalised twice. 

Edel Pinnock and his wife 
Barbara, of Coupals Road, 
appealed to Suffolk County 
Council to have one of the 
streetlights in their road 
switched on after midnight, 
while the others across 
Haverhill go off. 

Despite their plea, and sup¬ 
port from county councillors 
Tony Brown and Julian Flood, 
the request has been denied. 

Mr Pinnock filled out a 
form, designed by Cllr Flood, 
to get the light switched back 
on. 

The form asks the recipient 
for the number of the street¬ 
light, the reason for the 
request and an endorsement 
from a town councilllor. 

It also asks that nearby resi¬ 
dents are asked for their 
opinion, if it is thought that 
their opinion is necessary. 

Police officers also have to 
be consulted before the 
change can be made, regard¬ 
less of whether or not the 
request relates to security. 

One of Mr Pinnock’s wing 
mirrors was kicked off by 
vandals, and cost more than 
£300 to repair. He discovered 
the damage one morning 
when he was getting ready to 
take his wife, who is disabled, 
to the hairdresser. 

He said: “I think this has 
been as a result of the street¬ 
lights being off. This is just 
adding to anti-social behav¬ 
iour and criminal damage

because the place is in dark¬ 
ness. 

“We requested that one 
light be switched on, but 
they have refused to help 
us.” 

In the refusal letter 
from Suffolk County 
Council, Mr Pinnock 
was told that the 
police wording on 
the form was 
“ambiguous”, 
despite the crime 
report being included, 
and did not show wheth¬ 
er or not they supported the 
action to swtich the light on. 

Individual lights also some¬ 
times attract crime rather 
than deter it, the letter added, 
and there was no consulta¬ 
tion with other residents in 
the street. 

Cllr Flood said that reduc¬ 


ing the risk of crime is one of 
the reasons to switch a light 
back on - and that he will 
continue to work on the 
form until it can work 
in the favour of resi¬ 
dents. 

He said: “At the 
moment, there 
seems to be no 
simple way to do 
this. 

“I want the resi¬ 
dents to have the 
reassurance that 
the lighting system is 
for them and it’s not just 
a question of saving money. 

“It should be for them, and it 
should be to resolve particu¬ 
lar issues such as this.” 

Other reasons listed for 
switching a light back on 
include when a light is near to 
a bus stop, where there is 


sheltered housing and in public 
car parks. 

Since June 11, all of the lights 
in Coupals Road have remained 
on all night - but this is only a 
temporary move. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said the lights 
on the Chalkstone were being 
left on for a two-week period, at 


the request of the police, follow¬ 
ing some “low level crime”. 

He said: “Having them on 
assists the police in dealing 
with the situation and conduct¬ 
ing enquiries. 

“Incidentally, we’ve also been 
contacted by some local resi¬ 
dents requesting the lights be 
switched back off.”

Borough will ‘review support 
to towns and parishes 


PLANNED financial reduc¬ 
tions to towns and parishes 
across St Edmundsbury are 
going to be reviewed, the 
council has confirmed. 

It was revealed last year that 
Haverhill was set to lose 
around £128,000 in funding 
over the next four financial 
years. 

This came following a deci¬ 
sion from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to retain 
the Council Tax Support 
Grant from central 
Government, in line with 
their own cuts. 

But Cllr John Griffiths, bor¬ 
ough council leader, has now 
said that the council’s finan¬ 
cial position will be reviewed 
next year, in order to decide 
what will happen in 2016/17. 

He said: “Our towns and 
parishes, like Forest Heath 
and St Edmundsbury, need 
certainty about their future 
funding so last year, once it 
was confirmed the 
Government was cutting our 


revenue support grant fund¬ 
ing by 49 per cent over two 
years, we decided to continue 
supporting our local town 
and parish councils, but in 
line with this financial reali¬ 
ty” 

This year alone, Haverhill 
Town Council had to save 
around £32,000, and will 
have to save an additional 
£32,000 in the 2015/16 finan¬ 
cial year. 

But instead of the borough 
council sticking to the four- 
year plan, which would have 
seen Council Tax Support 
gradually phased out, a 
review will take place when 
there is “more financial cer¬ 
tainty” from the government 
next year. 

Haverhill faces a loss of 
£64,467 over two years, with a 
review at the end of those two 
years, for future financial 
years, the borough has con¬ 
firmed. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, said that the town 


would benefit more from full 
financial support this year, 
and next. 

He said: “The Council Tax 
Support Grant was allocated 
via the borough due to limita¬ 
tions of local authority 
financing protocols. 

“The grant was intended for 
the town and reflected the 
impact of the change in tax 
base created by a change in 
the rules.” 

Cllr Andre also said that in 
the future, when there are 
more homes in the town, the 
tax base will increase and the 
impact on town council 
finances will “diminish”. 

Additional funding across 
St Edmundsbury is being 
provided through borough 
councillors’ locality budgets, 
Cllr Griffiths added. 

The review will also take 
place at Forest Heath District 
Council. Newmarket and 
Mildenhall will both lose 
more than £20,000 over the 
next two years.

School gets safe crossing 
area, after eight year wait 
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A NEW safe crossing area has been 
put in place outside a village pri¬ 
mary school - after being approved 
eight years ago. 

Kedington Parish Council is cele¬ 
brating success after the installa¬ 
tion of tactile paving and yellow zig 
zag lines to stop vehicles parking in 
the road near Kedington Primary 
Academy. 

Marion Farrant, parish clerk, said 
it is a relief that the crossing is at 
last finished.

Nuisance house 
is police priority 


Three new policing priorities have 
been chosen for the next quarter

1 SAFER Neighbourhood 
Team officers will 
spend the next three 
months dealing with 
anti-social behaviour on a 
Haverhill street. 

Members of the public voted 
at Monday’s SNT meeting to 
select new policing priorities 
- and one of them is focused 
around problems in Ashlea 
Close. 

Residents living in the road 
raised their concerns about 
the tenants of a “multi-occu¬ 
pancy rented house” in the 
street and the disruption 
being caused. 

One said: “These people are 
causing so much upset.” 

Complaints included loud 
music being played during 


the night, and using bad lan¬ 
guage towards neighbours - 
one woman also said they 
had once waited 20 minutes 
after calling the police. 

Acting sergeant Mark Ellis 
said police were aware of the 
problems - but as yet the ten¬ 
ants had not committed a 
criminal offence. 

He said: “We have no power 
to ask someone to turn their 
music down in a private place 
- at the moment they have not 
committed any criminal act 
for us to arrest them.” 

Dealing with anti-social 
behaviour in Ashlea Close 
was the third priority voted 


in, with 20 votes. 

Officers have been working 
on illegal drug taking in 
Castle Walk and the recrea¬ 
tion ground, parking issues at 
local schools and gathering 
intelligence on drug-related 
assaults on the Clements and 
Chalkstone Estates since the 
last meeting in March. 

More than 50 additional 
patrols took place to identify 
drugs crime, 69 patrols took 
place outside schools and 
eight positive drugs warrants 
were executed. 

■ The next SNT meeting 
will be held at the Arts Centre 
on September 8.

MORE than 20 people have voted for 
more foot patrols to take place across 
Haverhill following a spate of residential 
burglaries. 

This was chosen as the town’s second 
most popular policing priority for the 
upcoming three months, at Monday’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting. 

At the meeting, Inspector Peter Ferrie 
told that domestic burglary in Haverhill 
has doubled this year in line with the 
three year average. There have been 16 
reported incidents of domestic burglary 
in the town between April 1 and fune 8. 


TACKLING drugs crime in Haverhill has once again 
topped the charts at the latest Safer Neighbourhood 
Team meeting. 

More than 30 votes were cast for officers to focus 
on drugs crime in the town - especially in Wortham 
Place, Aeroplane Park on the Chalkstone Estate, the 
recreation ground and playground areas. 

Drugs crime is also higher this year in compari¬ 
son to the three year average. There have been 23 
recorded offences since April 1. Twelve is the aver¬ 
age. 

Other priorities which made it into the final nine 
included dog fouling and littering in open spaces, 
cycling on pavements and in the High Street and 
anti-social heaviour on the recreation ground.

A HAVERHILL artist is getting ready 
to open his first exhibition since 2009 
at East Town Park. 

Edel Pinnock, of Coupals Road, will 
show his collection of more than 40 
paintings and sculptures next week at 
the park’s countryside centre.

Mr Pinnock moved to Haverhill in 
1966 with his wife Barbara and studied 
at the Cambridge College of Art and 
Technology. 


An exhibition of his work was held in 
Cambridge in 1990 and was opened by 
Sir john Verney. 

He then went on to teach a metal 
sculpting and building class at 
Comberton Village College for 11 


years. 

The free exhibition runs from 
Monday, June 23 and Friday, June 27.

Green light for 
park’s new hub 


A NEW business hub is going 
to be built at Haverhill 
Research Park. 

Plans for a four-storey inno¬ 
vation centre at the centre of 
the park were entered by 
Carisbrooke in January and 
have now been approved by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

The centre, which will cost 
around £5 million, will 
include conference and meet¬ 
ing rooms, training facilities, 
a room for shared working 
and a cafe. 

Businesses using the hub 
will also benefit from compa¬ 
ny support designed to boost 
business growth, business 
advice, broadband internet 
access and networking facili¬ 
ties, Nic Rumsey, owner of 
Carisbrooke, said. 

Mr Rumsey said: “The plan¬ 
ning permission is very good 
news. We have worked closely 
with the council planning

officers to bring this consent 
to fruition and much appreci¬ 
ate the positive support we 
have been given by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

“We are continuing to work 
up the design and expect to go 
out to tender by the end of 
June with a view to getting 
contractor proposals in dur¬ 
ing August.” 

It is hoped that the building, 
which will be called The 
Epicentre, will be finished by 
September next year. 

Finance is expected to come 
from the New Anglia and the 
Greater Cambridgeshire & 
Peterborough Local 

Enterprise Partnerships 
(LEPS), who have both sub¬ 
mitted funding to the £100 
million research park. 


The Epicentre will also have 
photovoltaic panels on the 
roof to provide a source of 
renewable energy for the cen¬ 
tre, bicycle racks, showers 
and changing rooms - for 
those keen to cycle to work. 

A virtual innovation centre, 
connected to the hub, has 
already been launched. 

Businesses have already 
been encouraged to sign up 
for the use of an innovation 
centre address and domain. 
Participating businesses will 
also get post handling and a 
reduced rate on conference 
rooms and meeting space at 
the Days Inn Hotel, also 
owned by Mr Rumsey. 

Free Wi-Fi will also be avail- 
ble for virtual office tenants. 

The new address will be The 
Epicentre, Haverhill Research 
Park Three Counties Way, 
Haverhill, Suffolk, CB9 7FB.

Newmarket Nights are back for 
another season of betting, sunburn 
and excellent live music. ELLA 
WALKER catches up with two of the 
stars of the launch show, 

80s Here and Now T’Pau’s Carol 
Decker and Eddie Amoo from 
The Real Thing 

START backcombing your hair now, Bananarama 
are back! Well, two are at least and not just 
them: T’Pau, The Real Thing, Curiosity Killed the 
Cat and Kid Creole and The Coconuts. 

These classic 80s acts have the job of getting 
Newmarket Nights' summer season off to a 
raucous start, presumably in a cloud of Harmony 
hairspray. 

The 80s Here and Now extravaganza will see 
some fluttering on the horses followed by a slew 
of era-defining chart-toppers, namely China In 
Your Hand (T'Pau), Love In The First Degree 
(Bananarama), You to Me Are Everything (The 
Real Thing), Annie, I'm Not Your Daddy {Kid 
Creole) and Down To Earth (Curiosity Killed The 
Cat). 

Liverpool soul legends The Real Thing started 
out in the 1970s and had some very high-profile 
fans (Michael Jackson and The Beatles). Endlessly 
enthusiastic vocalist and guitarist Eddie Amoo 
has lost none of his passion for the business. So 
why should people come along and see your 
section in the show? 

"For absolute brilliance! They're gonna get the 
classics and they're gonna get a real party. It's 
a really out-there show that we do. We draw 
people in and that's one of the reasons we've 
survived so long. We've been together forever!" 

Forming in Shropshire in the late 80s and 
fronted by the fiery Carol Decker, T'Pau took 


their name from a Star Trek Vulcan elder 
- as you do - and peppered the charts with hits 
like Heart and Soul and Valentine. Although they 
split up in the 90s, Decker is still going strong. 

"It's not a 'this is my favourite B-side' or 
'this is our favourite album track we all like to 
indulge ourselves in' concert, it's a hit-based 
concert. I won't play new material on this 
particular occasion but I'm going out on tour in 
October and I'll be premiering new stuff then. 

At Newmarket I'm just going to play all the 80s 
stuff because that's what that day is about," she 
said.

Dial M for Murder 


WRITTEN by English playwright 
Frederick Knott in 1952, Dial 
M for Murder is a mystery 
of murder plots gone awry, 
blackmail and pocket-hopping 
latchkeys. 

Famously turned into a film 
by Alfred Hitchcock starring 
Grace Kelly as Margot (wife, 
victim and adulteress), and 
Ray Milland as Tony (husband, 
cuckold and conspirator), 
it packs a thrilling punch, 
churning with fear, betrayal and 
tension. 

The play premiered in 1952 
on BBC television, before being 
performed on the stage in the 
same year in London's West 
End in June, and then New 
York's Broadway in October.

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS (I2A, 126 mins) 
ONLY a frozen heart could be unmoved 
as E.T. bids farewell to Elliot, Bambi 
cries forlornly in the forest for his fallen 
mother or Carl falls in love with Ellie in 
the opening sequence to Pixar’s Up. 

The Fault In Our Stars will offer a stern 
test to the waterproof mascara of every 
teenager who fell in love with John 
Green's bestselling novel. 

Josh Boone's polished adaptation deftly 
plucks heartstrings to the point that a 
trickle of saltwater tears threatens to 
become an unstoppable torrent. 

One tissue simply doesn't suffice 
as scriptwriters Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber navigate the tricky 
topic of terminal illness with wry humour 
and sensitivity. 

The film is blessed with a tour-de¬ 
force central performance from Shailene 
Woodley as a young cancer patient, who 
experiences the exquisite agony of first 
love just when it seems she has given up 
on life. 

The 22-year-old Californian actress 
doesn't hit a single false emotional note 
as her protagonist wrestles with guilt and 
mortality, catalysing smouldering screen 
chemistry with co-star Ansel Elgort. 

Woodley plays 16-year-old Hazel Grace 
Lancaster, who was diagnosed with 
cancer at an early age and almost slipped 
away in hospital. 

An experimental drug trial has halted 
the spread of the disease but Hazel is 
resigned to her grim fate. 

"Depression's not a side effect of 
cancer,” she explains in voiceover, "it's 
a side effect of dying, which is what's 
happening to me."

Director Boone makes a couple 
of missteps, including a crudely 
engineered scene at Anne Frank's 
House in Amsterdam which feels wholly 
inappropriate.

Heaven sceent 


WHEN I open my patio doors and breathe 
in the delicious scent of my neighbour’s 
mock orange, with its pretty white flowers 
cascading conveniently over my garden 
fence, I know that summer is really here. 

The delicious smell of this flowering shrub 
may only last a couple of weeks but for 
me it's one of the most memorable events 
of summer and there are varieties to suit 
most gardens, from the golden mock 
orange Philadelphus coronarius 'Aureus', 
which can be used to light up the back 
of a mixed border, to the more compact 
P. 'Manteau d'Hermine', which grows to 
just 75cm (30in), bearing masses of heady 
cream flowers and ideally planted next to 
a seating area in a sheltered spot where 
people can enjoy its scent to the full. 

Of course, on the patio you are spoiled 
for choice with scented plants. Those which 
will grow happily in containers include 
night-scented stocks, clove-scented pinks 
and scented pelargoniums in the Fragrans 
Group, which have leaves with the aroma 
of lemon, orange and mint. 

Herbs too will provide you with scent as 
well as flavour, including lemon verbena, 
Eau de Cologne mint (Mentha x piperita 
f. citrata), lemon thyme and fragrant 
rosemary. All these need to be touched to 
release their fragrance. 

Sweet peas, pictured, will also grow 
happily in a pot, trained up a wigwam, to 
give you not only fragrance but plenty of 
colour as well. Cut the flowers regularly

and put a bunch on your patio table or 
even indoors if you want the scent inside 
as well. Cutting is essential with sweet 
peas if you want more flowers to appear 
throughout the season, as, if you don't cut 
them, the flowers will form bean-like pods, 
which send a message to the plant that 
flowering is over. 

If you're after low-maintenance scent, 
pots of lavender will provide you with 
plenty of fragrance as well as attracting 
bees, and just need shearing to keep neat 
immediately after flowering. However, keep 
heavier scents such as lavender separate 
from other scented plants as otherwise it 
will dominate the group. 

Plants whose scents will blend together 
beautifully in the border include lilies, 
phlox, sweet Williams, nicotiana (tobacco 
plant), sweet peas and nepeta (catmint). 

For optimum fragrance, go for old- 


fashioned varieties of nicotiana, such as N. 
alata, which folds up its petals during the 
day and comes to life only at night. Modern 
dwarf varieties may look better but they 
don't have as much scent. 

Similarly, I prefer old-fashioned roses 
which are in a bed, as I've never found 
that patio roses give as much scent-wise. 
Among my favourite roses for the border is 
the David Austin English shrub rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears stunning 
large, rosette-shaped pink flowers and has 
an outstanding perfume, as well as strong 
stems and a neat, compact shape with 
flowers produced throughout summer. 

It can be grown as a climber, reaching 
a height of around 8ft, and will do well 
combined with clematis. 

Of course, there's also a plethora of 
scented climbers which are ideal for 
positioning near a door or pathway, or close 
to opening windows where their fragrance 
can be enjoyed from inside too. 

Obvious choices include scented 
honeysuckles, climbing roses and common 
white jasmine (Jasminum officinale), which 
can reach 8m (26ft) and produces clusters 
of simple, white trumpet-shaped flowers 
from early summer to autumn if planted in 
well-drained soil in a warm, sheltered spot, 
ideally on a south-facing wall. 

With just some of these choices, hopefully 
you'll be able to fling open your patio doors 
and inhale the scent of summer, day or 
night, come rain or shine.

“IT’S like a checkout at Tesco’s 
here, I’ve never known anything 
like it,” said chairman David 
Bentinck of Duxford Motor Group 
when I called him yesterday after¬ 
noon, writes Mike Scialom. “We’ve 
never ever been so busy, and I’ve 
been here 35 years.” 

Crikey. What’s going on?
